AMENDMENT IN BYE-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 
OF THE U.P. STOCK EXCHAmge ASSOCIATION LTD,, 
KANPUR 

Amendments in the five-laws and the Regulations were 
adopted by the Board of Directors a' their meeting held on 
16-3-1994 by passing the following resolutions:— 

(1) “RESOLVED THAT between Chanter IV and V 
of the Bye-laws of this Exchange the Chap'er IV-A 
be and is hereby inserted." 

“RESOLVED FURTHER that the Ubw e r be 
and is hereby named CAPITAL ADEQUACY 
NORMS FOR MEMBERS." 
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“AND RESOLVED FURTHER THAT the following 
mg Bye-law be and is hereby added under Chap or 
'Capital Adequacy Norms for members", namely— 

Base Minimum Capital 

<l!llA. Irrespecive of the volume of business every member 
shall maintain with the Exchange base minimum 
capital in the form of a deposit of rupees two lakhs 
or such other amou'nt as may be prescribed by the 
Securities and Exchange Board of India or the Cen¬ 
tral Government from time to tme. The security 
deposit kept by the member in the Exchang shall 
form part of the base minimum capital. Twenty five 
percent of the base minimum capital, or such other 
percen age as may be prescribed by the Securities 
and Exchange Board of fndia or the Central Govern¬ 
ment shall be maintained n cash with the Exchange. 
Another twenty five percent of the base minimum 
capital, or such other percentage as may be prescribed 
by the Securities and Exchange Board of India or the 
Central Government, shall remain in he fonn of long 
term fixed deposit of three years or more with a bank 
on which the Exchange shall be given a completely 
unencumbered and unconditional lien. The remain¬ 
ing fifty percent of the base minimum capi al shall 
be maintained in the form of securities stand'ng in 
the name of member. In evaluating the requirement 
of fifty percent of the base minimum capital to be 
maintained in the form of Securi ies the value of 
such 'securities shall be taken at thirty percent below 
their market value. The value of securi ies as herein 
mentioned shall be reviewed by the Exchange at least 
every two months keeping in view the market flue u- 
ntions. The Exchange can call for additional secu¬ 
rities if necessary as a result of such review. The 
securities no deposited by member shall be pledged 
in favour of “he Exchange. The member and the 
Exchange shall jointly apprise the companies con¬ 
cerned of the facts of such pledge." 

(2) "RESOLVED THAT the existrw Bve-law No. 219 be 
and is hereby substituted by the following:— 

Con'ract Notes 

219. The contract notes rendered by members to non- 
members shall state that he con raot is subject to the Ru'es, 
Bye-laws, Regulations and usages of the Exchanges and sub¬ 
ject to arbi ration as provided in the Rules, Bye-laws and 
regulations of the Exchange and subject to jurisdiction of 
the Courts in Kanpur. The Contrac 1 notes shall separately 
indicated brokerage and price of securities. The contract 
notes shall not contain any provision inconsis ent w ; th the 
Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange. The 
names of the partners or the sole proprietor of a firm shall 
be printed on “he conlract notes. The contract note 'shall 
bear he SEBI Registration Number of the member. The 
contract notes shall also be in such form as will provide 
that the words “Member nf the U*tar Pndesh S ock F v chan>"e 
Association Ltd., Kanpur shall immediately follow the 
signature."

Obligation to pay money into "Constituents accounts" 

(b) Every member who holds or receives money on ac¬ 
count of a constituent shall forthwith pay such money to 
current or deposit account at bank to be kept in the name 
of the member ; n the title of wtv'ch the word “Cons ituents” 
shall appear (hereinafter referred to as “Constituent ac¬ 
count”).
